Hon Resolutions. 
W ashington. Dec. 23. — Secretary 
Gage has w ritten a I tatar to President 
Gompers of the Federation of La b o r: 
" I have read with care the resolu­ 
tions adopted the 20th inst, at Nash­ 
ville by the convention of the Federa­ 
tion of Labor, which recite as fellows*. 
" ‘Resolved. That we declare our­ 
selves most positively opposed to the 
Gage financial bill recently introduced 
in congress by the secretary of the 
treasury. 
It is a measure th at if * 
Adopted as a law. will only the more 
firmly rivet the gold standard on the 
^ 
le of the oountry ann perpetuate 
isastrous effect* in every form.* 
" ‘Resolved, T hat we pronounce the 
Gage bill an undisguised etlort to re­ 
tire our greenback currency and ail 
governm ent paper money, w ith a view 
to the substitution of national bank 
notes in their stead, and thns fasten the 
national bank system for years upon 
the American people.’ 
"Now if it be tree th at the gold 
standard—by which things have been 
measured as to price for the last <>0 
years in this country—is inim ical to the 
interests of the laboring classes of the 
United States, then I think it is inim ­ 
ical to all classes. 
In other words, I 
do not believe th at the exploitation of 
one class by another, either through 
false weights, partial laws, or a bad 
monetary system, can be made to work 
for the perm anent benefit of the ex­ 
ploiting class itself, or for th e general 
weal, even were it defensible on any 
ground of right or justice, w hich it is 
nor. 
G ranted, therefore, th at tho per­ 
manence of 
the gold standard (for 
which I argue) operates in this evil 
direction, then your resolutions of con­ 
dem nation are well founded, and I am 
justly oharged, either w ith an ignor­ 
ance which constitutes me a foolish ad­ 
viser. or w ith a perversity of motive 
which makes m e an evil adviser. 
"I have a right to disavow the charge 
of perversity or evil purpose, since 
there is nothing in my whole life as 
related to my fellow mon, either in 
word or deed, from which the posses­ 
sion by me of such characteristics can 
be inferred, m uch less dem onstrated. 
"B ut ignorance often unconsciously 
works as deep injury as evil intent 
m ight do, and to this sin of ignorance 
(if it be a sin) I m ust confess myself 
to be a possible victim. 
"Let me say to you. and through you 
to the great body you so honorably rep­ 
resent, th at if. instead of denunciatory 
resolutions, which are not argum ent, 
you or any one on your behalf will 
show th at the views I entertain and 
advocate are other than salufcory to the 
great economic body of which we are 
all indeDeudent members. I will aban­ 
don them w ithout hesitation. My pres­ 
ent < onvictit n, the honest fru it of sin­ 
cere study and reflection, is that a 
breakdown in our present money stan d ­ 
ard would be a most disastrous blow* to 
all our commercial and industrial in ter­ 
ests. and th at upon the wageworkers 
as a class, would be entailed the 
serious effects of tho disaster 
ing this, I m ust so bear witness.
